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KCC plays a risky game 
with 15% pay increase 


REGARDLESS of whether you work 
in the public or private sector, it is 
everyone’s ambition to see their pay, 
if not rise, then at least keep track of 
inflation. 

After all, we don’t work just for the 
sheer fun of it - we do it to keep a roof 
over our heads and provide for our 
nearest and dearest. 

For most of us, a pay rise in many 
sectors today happens about as often 
as a Brit winning Wimbledon. 

For politicians, on the other hand, 
the issue of remuneration is one laced 
with toxicity. 

MPs are frequently slammed 
for calls to see their own 
salaries lifted. And, in most 
cases, it’s not unreasonable.

County Council, where councillors 
opted not to lift their pay by the 1.5 
per cent recommended, but by a 
bumper 15 per cent. Paul Carter was 
quick to point out they’d not had a 
rise in eight years and some had 
even take a five per cent cut. 
But, again, so have lots of us. 
That’s modern life for you. 

The reality is that when 
the council wants sympathy 
over its plight of declining 
funding - sympathy it deserves 
- whacking its own pay packets 
up by such a colossal 

amount simply isn’t 
the way to do it.

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Fury as councillors vote 
to increase pay by 15%

A VOTE to increase councillors’ 
allowances by a staggering 15 per 
cent has been slammed as 
“preposterous” by opposition 
members. 

In a report by Kent County 
Council’s member remuneration 
panel, a rise of 1.5 per cent was 
proposed, which would see 
councillors pick up £13,000 
compared to £12,805 which they 
are currently paid. 

However, Conservative members 
instead called for a rise of £1,920, 
in a move which sparked fury 
across the chamber. 

The argument put forward by 
Tory councillors was that a hike 
was needed to attract younger 
candidates, in order to bring more 
diversity to County Hall and 
challenge the perception that 
councillors are all “men over the 
age of 65”. 

They also insisted the role of an 
elected member could no longer be 
considered ‘part-time’, as it 
required many members to pull 
weeks of at least 30 hours, and that 
should be reflected in their 
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CONFLICT: County Hall was divided following the highly controversial decision 


allowances. 

Opposition councillors, however, 
disputed the proposal, with 
Labour’s Tan Dhesi describing it as 
“preposterous” and fellow Labour 
councillor, Dara Farrell, the young¬ 
est member at County Hall, saying 
he “cannot look my neighbours in 
the eye and say I voted for an 
increase in my pay”. 

Leader of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, Rob Bird, said “it is 
wrong and it will be seen by the 


people of Kent as wrong”, while 
Trudy Dean added: “This is a 
disgraceful move - a 15 per cent 
increase without a word to the 
electorate before they went out to 
vote for them.” 

The move was so controversial, it 
even caused Conservative council¬ 
lor Jeremy Kite to vote against his 
own party, as he told colleagues: 

“ [The public] will not understand 
that we are able to set our remu¬ 
neration level and set it like this.” 


Despite Cllr Kite’s rebellion, 
however, the Tories still won the 
vote comfortably, after securing a 
huge chamber majority following 
the local election in May. 

Council leader Paul Carter said: 
“Why should we have to tolerate a 
freeze on the allowances that were 
set in 2008? 

“It hasn’t reflected the cost of 
living increases and pay increases 
that everybody else has had, except

Hospitals to get urgent 
care hubs to ease strain 
on A&E departments 


CENTRES for urgent, but not 
emergency treatment, are set to open 
at two west Kent hospitals in a 
radical shake-up of the way health¬ 
care is provided. 

The new Urgent Treatment 
Centres, which will be open round- 
the-clock, will be created alongside 
the A&E departments at Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells hospitals. 

It will allow patients with urgent 
issues to be seen by GPs or nurses, 
while freeing up time in emergency 
departments for consultants and 
their teams. 

Mental health workers, social care 
workers and therapists will all be 
part of the teams offering advice and 
support to patients. 

Building work on the centres is 
due to start later this year at both 
hospitals thanks to £645,000 of NHS 
England funding and to support its 
development, the current out of 
hours GP services at Tonbridge 
Cottage Hospital, Sevenoaks Hospital 
and Cranbrook are being reviewed. 


The relocation of the current out of 
hours bases will be in a phased 
approach, starting with Tonbridge 
Cottage Hospital by September 30 
this year, followed by Cranbrook, 
with Sevenoaks anticipated to be 
re-located by April 1, 2019. 

The proposals are due to be 
discussed at a public meeting at West 
Kent College, Tonbridge, on July 18 
from 4pm until 7pm. 

Dr Mark Whistler, urgent care lead 
for NHS West Kent Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, said: “We have 
known significant numbers of people 
come to A&E when they don’t have a 
strict medical need to do so, because 
they don’t know what else to do. 

“Once these centres are open, 
patients who come to the hospital but 
need to see a nurse or GP, will do so. 

“Then if it turns out their case is 
more serious than it might appear, 
they can be swiftly moved into A&E. 

“Meanwhile, A&E teams will be 
able to concentrate on giving the 
specialist care only they can provide.” 


THE number of fines issued to 
parents for taking their children out 
of Kent schools has been slashed in 
half on the previous year, but the 
county council has been unable to 
collect more than £40,000 of those 
penalties. 

From September 2016 to July 
2017,1,221 parents were fined for 
unauthorised absences, compared 
to 3,504 in 2015/16 and 4,726 in

“We sincerely hope it becomes possible for Steiner 
education to continue in some future form in Kent.” 


Manston Airport hopes 
fly after ruling on future 
use of buildings on site

PLANS to change the use of four 
buildings on the former Manston 
Airport site were this week rejected 
- fuelling hopes it could one day see 
flights returning. 

Bosses at site owners Stone Hill 
Park (SHP), which aims to deliver 
2,500 homes and leisure facilities, 
applied to change the use of the 
buildings from aviation use only. 

However, inspector Matthew 
Nunn concluded that “the proposals 
would conflict with the council’s 
current approach to the location of 
new development within the air¬ 
port, which is consistent with na¬ 
tional policy”. 

While it comes as a boost for cam¬ 
paigners working to re-open the air¬ 
port, including RiverOak Strategic 
Partners, which is currently consult¬ 
ing with the public on its plans to sub¬ 
mit an application for a development 
consent order (DCO) of the land, SHP 
chiefs insist the decision by the Plan-

ning Inspectorate does not affect the 
progress of its proposals. 

A planning application has al¬ 
ready been submitted and is expect¬ 
ed to be heard by Thanet District 
Council later this year. 


RSP claims its own plans for avia¬ 
tion could create up to 30,000 jobs 
but there have been concerns after 
bosses admitted there would be 
some night flights. 

SHP spokesman Ray Mallon said: 
“We believed the case put forward 
was compelling and I am somewhat 
surprised at the decision, as approv¬ 
al would have brought an immedi¬ 
ate jobs boost to the area. 

“Thanet District Council withdrew 
its original objections and a decision 
in our favour would not have com¬ 
promised the possibility of a DCO be¬ 
ing brought forward by RSP. 

“It is therefore a mystery to me as 
to why the Planning Inspectorate 
has reached this decision, which in 
my opinion is flawed and an error of 
judgement on the part of the inspec¬ 
tor concerned.” 

An RSP spokesperson said: “We’re 
delighted. RiverOak remains certain 
that Manston has a vibrant future as 
an airport and we intend to make 
sure it delivers on its full economic 
and employment potential for the 
east Kent region.” 


PASSENGERS who regularly use 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford international 
stations are being warned to expect 
busier trains over the coming weeks 
with thousands set to flock to the capital 
for big athletics championships. 

Both are on the high speed route and 
are likely to see a significant rise in 
passenger numbers during July and 
August with people travelling to the 
Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park in 
Stratford for the World Para Athletics 
- which is already under way - and the 
IAAF World Championships. 

Southeastern says it is running more 
trains during this time to get people 
home after the events but are warning 
passengers to allow extra time to travel 
as peak services in the morning and 
evening are already busy. 

Rail chiefs say high speed stations 
may have queuing systems in place to 
ensure maximum safety and are 
reminding passengers to keep personal 
belongings with them at all times, keep 
valuables in inner pockets and ensure 
any bags have all zips and fasteners 
closed. 

The World Para Athletics runs until 
July 23. The World Athletics Champion¬ 
ship at the same venue runs through 
August 5 to 13. Around 500,000 people 
are expected to attend.

Chance to see plans 
of £32m road scheme 

DETAILS of a £32 million project to widen a key 
road in Ashford will be on show this week. 

Kent County Council announced earlier this 
year it was to widen the A28 Chart Road between 
the Tank and Matalan roundabouts in preparation 
for the Chilmington Green development which 
will see around 5,750 homes being built over the 
next 25 years. 

People will be able to get an update on the 
scheme at Singleton Environment Centre on July 
19 and at Godinton Village Hall on July 20. 

Visitors on July 19 will also be able to take part 
in the Chilmington Green draft community 
development strategy consultation being held by 
Ashford Borough Council and its partners. 

Subject to the acquisition of the remaining 
parcels of land required for the scheme, construc¬ 
tion work is expected to start in early 2018 and 
take about 18 months to complete. If KCC has to 
use its compulsory purchase powers, then the 
start of the scheme may be delayed until 2019. 


Rollercoaster out of 
action for a week 

THE Scenic Railway at Dreamland will be out of 
action to visitors, just as the summer holidays kick off 
later this month. 

Work on the UK’s oldest wooden rollercoaster will 
take place from July 24 to 28 to replace a section of the 
rope on one of the ride’s lift hills. 

Though it is scheduled maintenance, it comes at a 
crucial time for the recently-revamped leisure 
complex in Margate. It will also remind park-goers 
how the ride - the park’s showpiece - was out of action 
for five months last year. 

However, bosses are putting a brave face on it, 
claiming the work will provide added interest for 
visitors to the park, who will be able to watch 
professional craftsmen executing a traditional 
process. 

During this period, Dreamland is offering anyone 
who buys an unlimited ride wristband - either in 
advance or on the day - one of the park’s newly 
launched Dream Passes preloaded to the value of £5 
for use on food and drink. 


Watchdog probe into 
Masood concludes 

AN investigation into the shooting of Kent-bom 
terrorist, Khalid Masood, by the police watchdog has 
ended. 

The Independent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) said it had completed its probe into the 
shooting outside the Houses of Parliament on March 
22 and has passed its report to the coroner and the 
Met Police. 

Masood, who was bom in Dartford and went to 
school in Tunbridge Wells was killed by police after 
he drove his car through pedestrians on Westminster 
Bridge and then stabbed former Bromley PC Keith 
Palmer in an attack which killed five people. 

IPCC deputy chair, Sarah Green, said: “Our 
investigation has now concluded and our report into 
the shooting has been provided to both HM Coroner 
and the Met. The position has remained throughout 
the investigation that no police officers were ever 
under investigation. The IPCC and the Met Police 
followed agreed working arrangements related to 
terrorism incidents which worked well.’ ’

to review Fremlin price hikes

SHOPPING centre Fremlin Walk says it is “in 
discussions” with its car park operator after 
shoppers were left fuming following a sud¬ 
den major price hike. 

The multi-storey car park, connected to 
the Maidstone town centre complex, intro¬ 
duced the increase this week. 

Now on Friday and Saturday, a half hour 
stay will cost £3.50. It used to be £3 for two 
hours. Those two hours will now cost £5. 

Stay over four, and it is £10, but visit for 30 
minutes on Sunday and Monday and it will 
cost £1. Stay for three hours on Friday or 
Saturday, and the price is £8, whereas before 
it was £5 for four hours. 

The charges also appear complex with 
three time zones across a week, all with var¬ 
ying fees, although none allow for parking 
over eight hours. 

One angry shopper told KoS it was the “fi¬ 
nal nail in the coffin” for the town centre. 

A spokesman for the shopping complex 
said: “We are currently in discussions with 
our car park operator, Indigo, with regards 
to the recent pricing changes at the shop¬ 
ping centre. We are determined to deliver a 
high quality service for our local community 
at a competitive rate, and therefore we will 


be seeking a resolution to ensure our centre 
remains accessible and affordable for all.” 

Indigo Park Services, based in Watford, 
took over the car park in 2010. 

The company is blaming what it calls “un¬ 
sustainable” increases in its own costs, in¬ 
cluding rent and business rates at the 
760-space site. 

The parking company, said: “We would 
like to reassure customers that we have 
made every effort to keep these increases as 
modest as possible, and we thank them for 


their understanding. We will continue to 
run the car park safely and securely to the 
high standards that customers expect.” 

Maidstone Borough Council said: “We 
were informed of the increase to car park¬ 
ing charges by Indigo who manage the car 
park on behalf of Fremlin Walk. This is a 
commercial decision that has been taken 
by their management company. 

“The council offers a full range of car 
parking options including short and long 
stay options to suit all budgets.”

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Fundraising in memory of 
tragic Molly hits £10,000 



FRIENDS and family of the student 
who was brutally murdered in a 
Chatham shopping centre car park 
last month, have now raised more 
than £10,000. 

Molly McLaren, 23, from 
Cobham, near Gravesend, was 
killed on June 29 near the Dockside 
Outlet Centre after sustaining 
injuries consistent with a stabbing. 

An exercise, sport and health 
education student at the University 
of Kent, she also worked at The 
Leather Bottle pub in her home 
village, where staff described her as 
“a beautiful soul”. 

Joshua Stimpson, 25 and of High 
Street in Wouldham, Rochester, 
was arrested at the scene on 
suspicion of murder and charged 
the following day. 

He was remanded in custody last 


week after appearing via video-link 
from Elmley Prison, Sheppey, at 
Maidstone Crown Court, and will 
next appear in court on September 
18 to enter a plea. A trial start date 
has been set for January 22. 


Friends said: “We want to create 
a legacy in her honour by channel¬ 
ling her passion and drive to create 
the most positive outcome possible 
through the creation of The Molly 
McLaren Foundation.” 


Hearing into lorry park 
plans set for December 


A COURT hearing on contro¬ 
versial plans for a lorry park 
“the size of Disneyland” to ease 
problems caused by Operation 
Stack is due in December, KoS 
can reveal. 

Former chancellor George 
Osborne first announced in 
2015 a £250m pledge to build a 
huge holding area for trucks 
after the county was blighted 
by gridlock two years ago. 

It earmarked the village of 
Stanford, near Folkestone, just 
off the M20 as the ideal location 
for the park, but campaigners 
have vehemently opposed the 
move and launched a judicial 
review against the decision. 

A date for the review was 
originally set for June 27, 
however Theresa May’s decision 
to call a snap general election 
saw progress stall, with the gov¬ 


ernment concerned the new 
administration would need 
time to take stock of the issue. 

Roads chiefs said the hearing 
would not be held before 
October but the government 
has now revealed it is due for 
December, which will be some 
17 months after the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport announced 
its intention to develop the 
facility on the Stanford West 
site. 

While Stack hasn’t been in 
operation since the lorry park 
was first proposed, the uncer¬ 
tainty over trade agreements 
post-Brexit has sparked 
concern that there could be 
delays on a regular basis at 
Kent’s ports and KCC’s trans¬ 
port chief, Matthew Balfour, 
recently called on the govern¬ 
ment to “push on at pace”.

P LANS to transform a 
former library site in Maid¬ 
stone into a mixed-use de¬ 
velopment including doz¬ 
ens of homes have been 

revealed. 

A public consultation event next 
Thursday will see proposals unveiled 
for 162 apartments, associated park¬ 
ing, dedicated green space and 500 
square metres of community facility 
space - provisionally earmarked for 
use as a new doctor’s surgery and 
nursery. 

The plans are for the Sandling Lane 
plot - formerly home to the KCC 
Springfield Library HQ site. 

The proposed development, given 
the working name of Tennyson Gar¬ 
dens, would be built on land that cur¬ 
rently comprises a series of single and 
two storey buildings as well as a 
13-storey tower block that is unsafe 
for occupation. 

Demolition works were initially 
due to commence in early 2017 how¬ 
ever this has now been delayed fol¬ 
lowing the identification of a large 
amount of asbestos on the external 
facades of the buildings. 

The asbestos is currently undis¬ 
turbed and does not present a risk in 
its current state. 


The site originally gained planning 
consent from Maidstone Borough 
Council to build 100 apartments and 
14 houses with 47 associated parking 
spaces in 2009 and this was later re¬ 
newed in 2014. 

Following liaison with council 
planners, Peker Holding is now seek¬ 
ing to modify its plans - a move that 
will significantly increase the number 


of car parking spaces and community 
facilities being created and retain and 
redevelop more green space. 

Niyazi Albay, CEO of Peker Hold¬ 
ing, said: “We are excited to share our 
initial plans with members of the 
public. 

“I would like to stress that nothing 
has been set in stone at this stage and 
that the feedback and input we re¬ 


ceive at the public consultation event 
will be used to refine our proposals 
ahead of any submission for planning 
permission.” 

The event will take place at St 
Faith’s Hall in Ringlestone on July 20 
and members of the development 
team will be on hand from 3pm to 
7pm to discuss the initial plans and 
answer questions.

As budgets are cut and houses in 
short supply, is this the answer? 

Medway Council is to create its own property company in order to allow it control over development 
sites across the towns to both stimulate building of much-need homes and generate vital revenues 


PLANS for Medway Council to try 
and alleviate its growing housing cri¬ 
sis by setting up its own property de¬ 
velopment company were rubber- 
stamped this week, writes Tom 
Pyman. 

A report presented to the unitary 
authority’s cabinet sets out proposals 
for the creation of a business to max¬ 
imise the opportunities to invest in, 
or develop, property both within and 
outside of Medway. 

Chiefs hope it will enable the devel¬ 
opment of a number of council- 
owned sites as it looks to bring down 
huge numbers on its waiting list for 
housing. 

Earlier this year, we revealed there 
were a staggering 21,980 people on 
the council’s list in January, with 
1,354 of those joining more than a 
decade ago. 

When challenged, housing bosses 
at the town hall pointed out the regis¬ 
ter includes people who have lived in 
Medway for two years, earn less than 
£50,000 and own assets worth less 
than £50,000. 

On what the council describes as 
the “active housing register”, which 
includes those eligible to bid for 
homes, there were 5,829 applicants 
at the start of 2017 - 404 of which 
were classed as “exceptional priori¬ 
ty”, meaning their bids would be as¬ 
sessed before others on the register. 

Regardless, it was slammed as 
proof of mass under delivery of homes 
in the area over a number of decades. 

And the pressure is building fur¬ 
ther on Medway, with the council re¬ 


cently consulting on its local plan - a 
framework used to shape develop¬ 
ment in the area until 2035 - in 
which regeneration chiefs intend to 
grow Medway’s population from 
276,492 to 330,200 over the next two 
decades. 

That would would require another 
30,000 new homes - 25 per cent of 
which would be affordable housing, 
bosses say. 

Creation of a housing company could 
help speed up that development, partic¬ 
ularly as the council sees a number of 
obstacles currently in its way. 

There is currently planning per¬ 
mission for 7,500 units across the 
borough on sites owned by third par¬ 
ties that are not being brought for¬ 
ward, according to the report. 

Reasons for this non-delivery vary, 
but where the reason for non-delivery 
is due to the commercial interests of 
the land owner or developer, the 
council has a very limited ability to 
encourage activity on the part of 
third parties. 

The idea is growing in popularity 
in council chambers up and down the 
country, with town halls having to 
come up with innovative ways to stay 
ahead of the curve. 

The housing company could also 
provide an income for the council, 
which would be a real boost in an en¬ 
vironment where funding from cen¬ 
tral government is being ruthlessly 
slashed. 

Medway’s Conservative leader 
Alan Jarrett told us he anticipates 
progress on the project to begin to ac¬ 


celerate as early as October. 

“It’s something we’ve been re¬ 
searching for a while, and we’ve 
looked at other local authorities such 
as Wokingham in Berkshire, and the 
London Borough of Harrow, who 
have very successful models,” he said. 

“By October we will be thinking 
about which sites, if any, go into it - 
this is very much a step in the right 
direction. 

“We have got the potential to cut 
down the slice any developer might 
take from 20-30 per cent down to a 
single figure.” 

The proposal appears to have cross¬ 
party backing, as leader of the opposi¬ 
tion Labour group, Vince Maple, told 
us he was equally enthusiastic about 
the plans. 

He said: “The council has got to 
play a proactive role in getting the 
housing crisis dealt with. 

“We have seen too often too many 
contractors - sometimes multi-na¬ 
tional companies - getting planning 
permission and doing nothing with 
it. 

“There are 20,000 on the waiting 
list and that figure is not going down, 
so I broadly welcome the council do¬ 
ing this piece of work and we’ll see 
how quickly it delivers -1 want to see 
spades in the ground as quickly as 
possible. 

“There are a number of sites high¬ 
lighted for regeneration, if they are 
the first, that would be great. 

“While I don’t begrudge a develop¬ 
er making a profit, we have seen an 
increase in them trying to plead pov-

erty. 

“For example, the developer at Bat¬ 
tersea Power Station says it can’t af¬ 
ford to build an extra 250 social 
homes, but it turns out they’re set to 
make a profit of £1.8 billion - that is 
unacceptable in my mind. 

“We’ve not seen quite that level 
here in Medway but I have very little 
time for developers who act like that 
- if you can’t afford it, don’t come for¬ 
ward.” 

The possibility of creating new rev¬ 
enue streams for the council is par¬ 
ticularly key with hostility between 
the two parties high following a 
number of controversial recent deci¬ 
sions. 

Earlier this year, Tory chiefs pro¬ 
posed the closure of 19 children’s cen¬ 
tres, in a move which even drew the 
attention of Labour frontbencher, 


Angela Raynor, who described it as 
“an absolute scandal”. 

In protest, opposition members 
boycotted council-run events to com¬ 
memorate the 350th anniversary of 
the Battle of Medway. 

Cllr Maple added: “I would hope 
this generates an income but it de¬ 
pends on the business model. 

“As a concept we are supportive 
and have been for some time - this is 
not a new idea to us, but the numbers 
have got to work. 

“We are moving into a situation 
where, rightly or wrongly, the gov¬ 
ernment grant is being pulled back, 
and in principle we will receive things 
like business rates, but if you can gen¬ 
erate your own income then obvi¬ 
ously that’s a positive.” 

The report does highlight a number 
of risks in the proposal, however, in¬ 
cluding the possibility of a housing 
market crash, and tenants exercising 
their right to buy properties in which 
they are living, at a significant dis¬ 
count. 

The council insists its business case 
outlines actions to avoid or mitigate 
those risks. 

Cllr Jarrett said: “We will just have 
to see how that goes, but a housing 
company gives us more flexibility and 
the chance to maximise your land 
values. 

“Local government has moved on 
rapidly in response to the financial 
climate we’re in as well as the hous¬ 
ing targets we’ve had imposed on us. 

“It sharpens your thinking and the 
sector is learning.” 
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Sunshine 
and crowds 
make show 
a great hit 

More than 80,000 people flocked to 
Detling last weekend with organisers 
delighted with how the event proved

MORE than 80,000 people were 
bathed in three days of sun for this 
year’s Kent County Show - with organ¬ 
isers admitting their main concern 
was keeping the livestock cool in the 
glorious hot weather. 

Those behind the annual three-day 
event at the Kent Showground in De¬ 
tling, said they were delighted with the 
turnout to an event where they said 
the only blackspot was a first day acci¬ 
dent on the M20 which caused some 
major traffic snarl ups - as we reported 
last weekend. 

The show manager Lucy Hegarty, 
admitted: “We knew that Friday was 
going to be a challenge for people to get 
to us when we heard that the motor¬ 
way had been closed due to a serious 
accident.” 

In spite of a lower turnout on Friday, 
by the end of the weekend the crowds 
were far higher than expected. 

Keeping an eye on social media 
comments, the organisers are also 
happy with the tone of messages from 


the public. 

The Kent Agricultural Society co¬ 
ordinates the event and said it was 
keen to ensure that animal safety and 
welfare was key during three very 
warm days. The Grand Parade of Live¬ 
stock was cancelled on the first day 
and the vets on site worked hard to en¬ 
sure that animals were kept cool. The 
slighter cooler temperature on Satur¬ 
day and Sunday morning was more 
comfortable for all the livestock on site, 
they said. 

Show chairman Kevin Attwood said 
“We are thrilled with this year’s show, 
the showground looked wonderful, 
visitors were happy and glorious sun¬ 
shine helped to swell visitor numbers. 

“The trade stands this year were ex¬ 
ceptional with many of them offering 
wonderful activities especially for 
younger visitors. This gave the show a 
real family feel and everywhere you 
looked you could see how much fun 
people were having. 

“In particular we are grateful to the 
agricultural machinery stands that 
brought their equipment up to the 
show this year. The displays in the 
area were exceedingly well received by

One of the event’s highlights was the 
Shetland Pony Grand National which 
captivated the crowds in the main 
ring. 

With full grandstands on all three 
days to see the young riders aged be¬ 
tween eight and 13, there was some 
serious competition and part of a qual¬ 
ifier for the ultimate Shetland Pony 
Grand National at the Olympia Horse 
Show later in the year. 

The Grand Prix Showjumping 
which moved to Saturday was a thrill¬ 
ing competition with Robert Whitaker 
taking the first prize of £3,000. 

Two new classes were added to the 
show jumping which almost doubled 
the number of entries this year to 296. 

Organisers said this year livestock 
entries saw an significant increase 
over previous years. 

That meant more competitions with 
a larger number of animals taking 
part, particularly in the sheep area 
with the highest number of entries 
since 2007. 

Cattle entries were the highest since 
2012 with Folkestone based, J War- 
nock winning Supreme Dairy Cham¬ 
pion and Barwood and Padfield from 
Norfolk winning Supreme Beef Cham¬ 
pion. 

Ms Hegarty added: “The increased 
livestock entries, fantastic show 
weather, wonderful displays and dem¬ 


onstrations gave this year’s show a re¬ 
ally vibrant atmosphere and we were 
also delighted to report, in spite of visi¬ 
tor numbers, no problems with the 
traffic flow and car parking. 

“The new food hall had a few teeth¬ 
ing problems which will be looked at 
for next year with the help of exhibitor 


feedback. 

“Whenever there is a large change 
to the layout it takes a few years for 
everyone to get used to the revisions. 
The footfall for our trade exhibitors is 
something we take very seriously.” 

Next year, the show will be run from 
July 6-8.

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Victims’ relief 
as PM finally 
orders inquiry 
into scandal 


Thousands were infected, thousands have since 
died. Now those whose lives were forever altered 
as a result of the blood contamination scandal 
will finally get answers to key questions after the 
prime minister agreed to hold a public inquiry

A VICTIM of the blood contamination scandal 
says prime minister Theresa May’s decision to 
hold an inquiry into the situation has been 
“overwhelmingly won after MP after MP 
stood and revealed the most appalling cir¬ 
cumstances of their constituents affected”. 

Steve Dymond, 61, of Broadstairs, was in¬ 
fected with hepatitis C after he received con¬ 
taminated blood as part of treatment of his 
haemophilia - an inherited condition which 
prevents the blood from clotting properly. 

He has spent years campaigning for justice 
for those who suffered as a result of the scan¬ 
dal. 

On Tuesday, the PM revealed, under in¬ 
creasing pressure, an inquiry would be held. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday, which has 
campaigned for more than two years for an 
inquiry - Mr Dymond said: “There has been 
sufficient evidence for decades to warrant an 
inquiry - Whitehall’s perpetual resistance and 
disdain will hopefully be one of many ele¬ 
ments exposed in the eventual inquiry. 

“This ‘concession’ comes after formidable 
cross bench support - the moral argument for 
an inquiry and full and decent compensation 
had been overwhelmingly won after MP after 
MP in debate stood and revealed the most ap¬ 
palling circumstances of their constituents 
affected by the contaminated blood scandal.” 

The blood scandal particularly impacted on 
haemophiliacs - those who have an inherited 
condition which prevents their blood from 
clotting. During the 1970s and 80s, they re¬ 
ceived treatments which saw them adminis¬ 
tered blood products which allowed their 
blood to clot - for example when visiting the 
dentist or under going surgery. 

However, such was the demand for these, 
drug companies sourced blood from donors 
who they paid. 

As a result, blood often came from prisoners 
or drug addicts in the US. 

The blood sourced was then blended with 
many others to make the treatments. As a 
consequence, illnesses such as HIV and hepa¬ 
titis C - which damages the kidneys - were 
passed on to unwitting victims. 

Thousands have subsequently died as a re¬ 
sult of being the entirely innocent recipients of 
such treatments. 

Survivors have consistently claimed the 
NHS were aware of the risks before the prod¬ 


ucts were stopped being used. 

Adds Mr Dymond: “Holding those responsi¬ 
ble to account for the human devastation of 
the contaminated blood scandal has been and 
will continue to be a task akin to those en¬ 
dured by Sisyphus [Greek myth about a man 
forced to push a rock up a hill only for it to roll 
back and keep hitting him for all eternity] - a 
struggle to ensure victims’ voices are fully 
represented in the drawing up of the terms of 
reference, the form the inquiry should take 
and the choice of those conducting it. 

“There is zero confidence in the integrity of 
the Department of Health - they have brought 
that ignominy on themselves after treating 
haemophiliacs with contempt and disdain for 
demanding truth and justice and full answers 
to a man made scandal which never should 
have happened. 

“This inquiry is long overdue and any at¬ 
tempt to lie betray or fob off haemophiliac vic¬ 
tims and their families with scraps from the 
table will be met with the derision it deserves.” 

Among other victims are Lee Stay, 47, from 
Ramsgate. 

He received the contaminated blood prod¬ 
ucts when he was just 13, in 1983, and be¬ 
came infected with HIV - just at the height of 
the public’s terror at the newly emerging dis¬ 
ease. He also was infected with hepatitis C. 

He told KoS this week: “I warmly welcome 
the news an inquiry has now been launched 
into this disaster. It is a shame this didn’t hap¬ 
pen many years ago before so many lives were 
lost. 

“It is vital the inquiry has the power to com¬ 
pel witnesses to give evidence under oath and 
insist on the disclosure of all documents held 
by government bodies including those with- 
eld due to commercial sensitivity. 

“It is unfortunate that because of the length 
of time passed, some of the professionals who 
were involved in the decisions made back in 
the 1970s and 80s are no longer around to 
give evidence. Whilst the inquiry must look at 
the full sequence of events that led to this trag¬ 
edy and have the widest scope possible, it 
must be remembered that unlike most inquir¬ 
ies, people are still getting sicker and still dy¬ 
ing as a result of what happened - myself in¬ 
cluded. 

“To the list of serious, life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses I have suffered as a result of contract¬ 
ing HIV and hepatitis C through contaminat¬ 
ed blood, namely PCP [pneumonia], liver 
failure [resulting in a liver transplant], 
Burkitt lymphoma [blood cancer], I can now

add squamous cell carcinoma [skin 
cancer] to the list, also as a result of a 
compromised immune system. 

“Our devastated community of 
haemophiliacs need answers and 
need at least some kind of truth, jus¬ 


tice and closure to both those of us 
still alive and the families of all those 
that haven’t lived to see this day - it is 
inevitable that more will die before 
the inquiry is complete so it is impor¬ 
tant that it doesn’t take years to ar¬ 


rive at it’s conclusion. 

“In the meantime, it should also be 
remembered that many are suffering 
severe financial hardship as a result 
of not being able to work, obtain life 
insurance and needing constant 


care for example.” 

News an inquiry would be held 
came after months of mounting pres¬ 
sure on the PM and, last weekend, 
saw the leaders of six political parties 
- among them Labour’s Jeremy Cor¬ 


by n and the DUP’s Alene Foster, who 
recently struck a deal with Theresa 
May to give her a working majority

Just last weekend, KoS called for 
the PM to take the brave step and give 
the green light to a full and open ex¬ 
amination of the facts behind the 
scandal. 

The PM said: “Thousands of pa¬ 
tients expected the world-class care 
our NHS is famous for, but they were 
failed. 

“At least 2,400 people died and 
thousands more were exposed to 
hepatitis C and HIV, with life-chang¬ 
ing consequences. 

“The victims and their families 
who have suffered so much pain and 
hardship deserve answers as to how 
this could possibly have happened. 

“While this government has in¬ 
vested record amounts to support the 
victims, they have been denied those 
answers for too long and I want to 
put that right.” 

Spearheading the campaign re¬ 
cently had been former Labour MP 
health secretary Andy Burnham. 
Now Greater Manchester mayor, he 
had claimed in the Commons that a 
“criminal cover-up on an industrial 
scale” had taken place. 

Among allegations raised by Mr 
Burnham was the case of Ken Bul¬ 
lock, who died in 1998, and whose 
widow said his diagnosis of hepatitis 
had been changed to being a clinical 
alcoholic in 1983. 

The moderate drinker was possibly 
refused a liver transplant based on 
his falsified medical records saying 
he was an alcoholic, Mr Burnham 
said. 

It had also been suggested that the 
withholding of results led to infec¬ 
tions being passed on to people living

with the victims, the former minister 
said. 

Responding to news of the inquiry, 
Mr Burnham said: “This is a major 
breakthrough and a vindication of 
all those people who have cam¬ 
paigned bravely throughout the dec¬ 
ades, often in the wilderness. 

“But this day has taken far too long 
in coming. 

“People have suffered enough 
through contaminated blood. They 
have been let down by all political 
parties and public bodies. 

“It is now incumbent on those or¬ 
ganisations to work together to give 
the families truth, justice and ac¬ 
countability without any further de¬ 
lay or obstruction. 


“It is essential that this inquiry 
looks at both the original negligence 
and the widespread cover-up that fol¬ 
lowed. 

“It is also crucial that organisa¬ 
tions representing victims are fully 
consulted on the form, membership 
and structure of the inquiry. 

“Just as with Hillsborough, there 
must be a ‘families first’ approach at 
all times.” 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn wel¬ 
comed the announcement of the in¬ 
quiry, which he said should have the 


potential to trigger prosecutions. He 
explained: “It was obviously a seri¬ 
ous systemic failure. 

“I think we need the strongest pos¬ 
sible inquiry that can if necessary 
lead to prosecution actions as a re¬ 
sult, but above all get to the bottom of 
it. 

“A broad, public, inquisitive in¬ 
quiry is very important.”

quiry, a health minister has said. 

Philip Dunne said the decision to 
establish a “Hillsborough-style” pan¬ 
el or an inquiry led by a judge would 
be taken after consultation with fam¬ 
ilies, which he hoped would be com¬ 
pleted by the autumn. 

Many of those fighting for justice 
have also called for significant com¬ 
pensation payments to be made to 
those affected by the scandal. 

Liz Carroll, chief executive of the 
Haemophilia Society, said the gov¬ 
ernment now needed to move quickly 
to agree the remit of the inquiry with 
the affected community. 

“For decades people with bleeding 
disorders and their families have 
sought the truth,” she said. 

“Instead, they were told by the gov¬ 
ernment that no mistakes were made 
while it repeatedly refused to ac¬ 
knowledge evidence of negligence 
and a subsequent cover up. Finally, 
they will have the chance to see jus¬ 
tice.”

Young and old

Tom Jones and Oily Murs headlined outdoor 
shows in Canterbury last week to big crowds

MUSIC-LOVERS got a double¬ 
helping of big name stars in 
the sun last weekend as pop 
star Oily Murs then the legen¬ 
dary crooner Sir Tom Jones, 
entertatined the crowds at 
back-to-back outdoor shows in 
Canterbury. 

Both performed at the home 
of Kent County Cricket Club in 
the city, and the weather was 
kind for both. 

In fact such were the condi¬ 


tions on Saturday night, those 
up to two miles away could 
hear the Welsh superstar’s 
voice as he belted out hit after 
hit. 

The performances were the 
latest shows to take place as 
part of the summer concerts 
staged by the venue. 

Previous acts have included 
the likes of Madness, Simply 
Red, Bryan Adams, UB40 and 
Elton John. 

Oily Murs, whose hits in¬ 
clude Heart Skips A Beat, 
Dance With Me Tonight and 
Please Don’t Let Me Go, leapt to 


fame on the X Factor and is 
now a chart regular. 

Sir Tom needs little intro¬ 
duction with a career which 
stretches back to the 1960s. 

His biggest hits include 
Green, Green Grass of Home, 
Delilah, What’s New Pussycat 
and It’s Not Unusual.

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How boats were collected to 


help turn fortunes of war 


The county played a key role in saving 
the lives of thousands at Dunkirk

IN late May 1940, Douglas Tough re¬ 
ceived a phone call from the Admi¬ 
ralty informing him of a mission. 

Mr Tough, who ran the Tough 
Brothers Boatyard in Teddington, 
was tasked with requisitioning and 
collecting any boat of a certain size 
and do it immediately. 

It was one of the first stages of a 
military mission so daring it is as im¬ 
pressive a feat today, some 77 years 
later, as it was remarkable then. 

“Fortunately,” Mr Tough would 
later reflect, “the boats were there, in 
muddy estuaries, in deserted moor¬ 
ings along the coasts of Kent and Sus¬ 
sex and in the quiet reaches of the 
Thames.” 

Between him and his colleague, 
Ron Lenthall, they collected more 
than 100 boats and towed them to 
Sheerness where they were fuelled 
before heading further down the 
coast to gather at Ramsgate. Here a 
mix of naval officers and experienced 
volunteers boarded the boats ready 
for a mission unlike any other. 


There they were joined by the like 
oj^ RNLI lifeboats from Walmer, 
Dungeness, Margate, Ramsgate and 
Hythe. 

For many boat-owners, the discov¬ 
ery of their boats having gone miss¬ 
ing was something of a surprise, with 
a number calling the police to report 
them as stolen. 

It perhaps shouldn’t have come as 
too much of a surprise to them. 

On May 14 an announcement had 
been made on the BBC that “the Ad¬ 
miralty have made an order request¬ 
ing all owners of self-propelled pleas¬ 
ure craft between 30ft and 100ft in 
length to send all particulars to the 
Admiralty within 14 days if they have 
not already been offered or requisi¬ 
tioned”. 

The call was made as top secret 
plans were being hatched which 
would become known as the Miracle 
of Dunkirk. 

At the end of the month a major 
blockbuster film, directed by the ac¬ 
claimed Christopher Nolan, is re¬ 
leased. It will again shine a light on 
the remarkable rescue mission which 
saw hundreds of thousands of Allied 
troops rescued from aerial bombard¬ 


ment by the German hoardes as they 
surged through northern Europe. 

It was one of the darkest hours for 
Kent and Great Britain - but the hast¬ 
ily organised Operation Dynamo 
could hardly have run any smoother 
considering the circumstances. 

Without it, Britain would have lost 
the war, claims one prominent Kent 
historian. 

Dynamo was the moment the MoD 
despatched hundreds of little ships - 
pleasure craft and fishing vessels - 
from Kent ports to the beaches of 
Dunkirk in France, to rescue Allied 
troops forced back by Hitler’s mau- 
rading war machine. 

Prime minister Winston Churchill 
had sent the British Expeditionary 
Force (BEF) into France to help defend 
our Channel neighbours from any 
potential German invasion. 

But the Nazis took France by sur¬ 
prise, cutting off French, British and 
Belgian troops and forcing them back 
up to the coast. 

From May 26 they started to gather 
on the Dunkirk beaches, their hopes 
of preventing German forces lying in 
tatters. 

The scale of the potential damage 
to British forces was highlighted 
when Churhcill described the back¬ 
tracking of Allied troops as “a colos¬ 
sal military disaster” in the House of 
Commons. 


He said the “whole root and core 
and brain of the British Army”, in the 
form of the BEF, was about to be 
struck down or captured by the Nazi 
forces including three Panzer divi¬ 
sions. 

But then Hitler ^nade a military er¬ 
ror of his own. He called a halt to the 
progress of his ground troops, prefer¬ 
ring to use his air force to deal with 
the cornered Allies. 

This gave the men time to at least 
dig in as an evacuation plan was 
drawn up. 

Operation Dynamo which took its 
name after the operational centre in 
Dover under vice-admiral Bertram 
Ramsay, was drawn up to rescue as 
many of the stranded troops as possi¬ 
ble. 

Setting sail from Ramsgate, the flo¬ 
tilla of small vessels started crossing 
the Channel en route to the French 
coast. 

The Dunkirk beaches made dock¬ 
ing on larger ships impossible, the 
small vessels - more than 700 in total 
- created a chance for survival of the 
backbone of British military power. 

Sailing back and forth, the first day 
of the Dunkirk evacuation saw 7,669 
men saved. Eventually, that figure 
would stand at a staggering 338,226. 

Many were taken to the fleet of 39 
British destroyers, cruisers, and oth¬ 
ers sitting out of range in deeper wa¬ 



ter. 

For the men on the beaches, it was 
hell enduring almost ceaseless at¬ 
tacks while standing shoulder deep in 
the Channel for hours awaiting res¬ 
cue. 

When it was all done, the BEF suf¬ 
fered 68,000 casualties who were 
dead, wounded, missing, or captured. 

Everything was left behind in 
France, including 2,472 guns, 
20,000 motorcycles and 65,000 oth¬ 
er vehicles, including 445 tanks.

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The escape was so frantic, the men 
also had to abandon 377,000 tons of 
stores, 68,000 tons of ammunition 
and 147,000 tons of fuel. 

Even at sea, the toll was high - six 
British and three French destroyers 
went down from either air or U-boat 
attacks. Nine other major ships were 
sunk. 

It was later calculated for every 
seven men saved, one was captured 
and sent to work in German labour 
camps and factories. 


Yet it was the remarkable co-ordi¬ 
nated achievement which lives on for 
long in the memory. 

For the craft that survived, they re¬ 
mained revered. 

The paddle steamer the Medway 
Queen completed the most round 
trips at seven picking up 7,000 men 
and earning herself the nickname 
Heroine of Dunkirk. She is currently 
moored at Gillingham Pier with a 
Memories of Dunkirk display on 
board, and is welcoming visitors. 


Two years ago, to mark the 75th 
anniversary, a flotilla of craft retraced 
their steps to mark the anniversary, 
sailing from Ramsgate as they did all 
those years ago. 

Dr Martin Watts, principal re¬ 
search fellow at Christ Church Uni¬ 
versity, is an expert on military, po¬ 
litical and social effects of conflict. 

He told us: “Without Operation Dy¬ 
namo, Britain would have lost the 
war. 

“There is debate among historians

on what exactly Hitler would have 
done with Britain had he won, with 
many believing he would have ig¬ 
nored our island if he was left alone to 
do what he pleased with mainland 
Europe. 

“So the little ships really did turn 
around the war effort, but not with¬ 
out some cost. 

“Without them, the British army 
would have been killed or captured, 
but while the men were brought back, 
virtually all equipment was left be¬ 
hind. 

“It was important to build up our 
forces once more, and so it emerged 
that the work of the little ships turned 
around the result of the Second World 
War.” 


Churchill at the time warned it was 
not at that time at least, something to 
celebrate. He said: “Wars are not won 
by evacuations”. 

But it was also the trigger for the 
prime minister’s most famous speech. 

While informing the Commons of 
the success of Dynamo, he told MPs: 
“We shall go on to the end, we shall 
fight in France, we shall fight on the 
seas and oceans, we shall fight with 
growing confidence and growing 
strength in the air, we shall defend 
our island, whatever the cost may be, 
we shall fight on the beaches, we shall 
fight on the landing grounds, we 
shall fight in the fields and in the 
streets, we shall fight in the hills; we 
shall never surrender.”

W ITH the school 
summer holidays 
just around the cor¬ 
ner, families across 
the county will be 
looking for ideas of how best to enjoy 
the fine weather. 

Of course, they need not travel far, 
as there are a host of attractions right 
here on our doorstep to take advan¬ 
tage of during the summer months. 

Here are some suggestions on 
where to take the family and enjoy the 
very best that Kent has to offer. 

Beaches 

Kent boasts some of the very best 
beaches in the country, with many of 
our seaside spots winning prestigious 
gongs. 

The Blue Flag and Seaside Awards 
mean those visiting can be sure that 
they are clean, safe and meet the 
highest environmental standards, as 
well as the tough international bath¬ 
ing water quality standards. 


In Thanet, Minnis Bay, West Bay, St 
Mildreds, Botany Bay, Joss Bay and 
Stone Bay are all popular in the sum¬ 
mer months, as are Ramsgate Main 
Sands, Westbrook Bay and Viking Bay 
in Broadstairs. 

However, there are also glorious 
beaches to enjoy in other areas of the 
county, such as Sheerness, Minster 
Leas, Reculver, Herne Bay and 
Leysdown, as well Tankerton, which 
hosts the famous Whitstable Oyster 
Festival next weekend (see page 35). 

Wildlife 

Port Lympne, between Ashford and 
Hythe, and its sister park of Howletts, 
near Canterbury, are unquestionably 
popular choices for the summer, offer¬ 
ing visitors the chance to see hun¬ 
dreds of rare and endangered ani¬ 
mals, including elephants, lions, 
tigers giraffes, and even go on safari.

Elsewhere, Eagle Heights in Eyns- 
ford near Sevenoaks showcases some 
of the most extraordinary birds of 
prey during regular flying displays. 

Meanwhile, Canterbury boasts 
Wingham Wildlife Park and Wild¬ 


wood in nearby Herne which attract 
large crowds during the summer 
months. 

Castles 

Kent offers some of the most fascinat¬ 
ing castles around, and what better 


way to spend the holidays than ex¬ 
ploring their rich history?

world” is held in such high esteem, 
decorators at the White House even 
took inspiration from some its interior 
designs. 

Alternatively you could visit Dover 
Castle, which has protected Britain’s 
shores for centuries, defending the 
realm from invaders, tyrants and 
rebels. 

Rochester Castle in Medway is one 
of the best preserved in England and 
offers far more than a history lesson, 
after recently hosting a gig by popstar 
Craig David, or in the west, you can 
relive the romance between King 
Henry VIII and one-time resident 
Anne Boleyn at Hever Castle, near 
Edenbridge. 

Margate attractions 

Margate is surely the county’s best 
known resort. Its seafront has been 
one of the county’s biggest attractions 
for decades, with its broad Main Sands 
acting as a honeypot to thousands of 
sun-worshippers. 

And that’s not all. Its Dreamland 
amusement park has been recently 
revamped to the tune of £2 5m and is 
drawing in visitors from all over 

The venue is free to explore and still 
has the Grade II-listed Scenic Railway 
at its heart, but is supported by a 
range of new rides as well as street 
food options and a tree-top bar. 

Just over the road from Dreamland 
sits the hugely-successful Turner 
Contemporary art gallery, which has 
welcomed well over two million visi¬ 
tors since it opened six years ago, and 


is set to host the prestigious Turner 
Prize in 2019. 

Also free to enter, it showcases a 
range of contemporary and historical 
art in new and dynamic ways and has 
proved a huge hit since it first opened 
five years ago. 

Museums 

Kent also offers a whole host of muse¬ 
ums, where you can learn more about 
the county’s towns and villages. 
Chatham’s Historic Dockyard alows 


visitors to discover how ships, includ¬ 
ing HMS Victory, were designed and 
built and learn more about the Battle 
of Medway, for which there were a 
number of events earlier this summer 
to commemorate its 350th anniver¬ 
sary. 

Elsewhere in the county, Maidstone 
Museum attracts a number of big ex¬ 
hibitions, and is currently showcas¬ 
ing a history of the board game. 

Alternatively, the Tunbridge Wells 
Museum and Art Gallery tells the sto¬ 


ry of Kent’s spa town and also boasts a 
large toy collection dating back to the 
1700s. 

Walking & cycling 

For a county which prides itself on its 
breathtaking countryside, there are 
few better ways to experience just 
what makes it so great than by 
stretching your legs and taking in a 
stroll. 

There are hundreds of walks 


through some of the most beautiful 
surroundings, which wind along cliff- 
tops, through orchards, past vine¬ 
yards and plenty more besides. 

And if that all sounds a bit like hard 
work, then why not take to two wheels 
to explore the county on a bike? 

Cycle paths - especially on our 
coastal routes - mean it is now even 
easier to avoid the roads making it 
perfect for families wanting a healthy 
and fun day out.

From global stars to emerging talent, the Canterbury Festival is back in style 


A BLEND of big names 
and everything from 
drama to classical to 
comedy has been con¬ 
firmed after the Can¬ 
terbury Festival unveiled its line-up 
for later this year. 

Among those performing will be 
the singer Imelda May, singer-song- 
writer Newton Faulkner and the St 
Petersburg Symphony Orchestra. 

Dance fans will be served up Bal¬ 
let Black while Michelin-starred 
chef Tom Kerridge will be in con¬ 
versation with food writer Xanthe 
Clay. 

And that forms the mere tip of an¬ 
other major cultural iceberg that 
floats into the city this autumn. 

Festival director Rosie Turner 
says: “The line-up for 2017 is one of 
the strongest ever. It positions 
young talent from Kent alongside 
international names in music and 


performance. From the quirky to 
the classical, there’s something for 
the culture-vulture and fun-seeker 
alike.” 

The festival’s classical offering in¬ 
cludes a dash of Russian romance, 
courtesy of the St Petersburg Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, with a repertoire 
of Tchaikovsky, Shostakovich, and 
Rimsky-Korsakov. Uzbekistan-born 
French pianist Mikhail Rudy’s pro¬

CHALLENGE : The Penshurst maize maze from above - can you escape its clutches?

S OME things in life remain 
as intriguing into adult¬ 
hood as they do when 
you’re a child - and that 
must surely apply when it 
comes to pitting your wits against 
the complexities of a maze. 

From Quex Park in Birchington 
to Leeds Castle near Maidstone, 
the stately homes know the chal¬ 
lenge posed by a maze continue to 
entertain, and with the summer 
holidays just around the corner, 
they will all be hoping to do brisk 
business. 

And in preparation for just that, 
Penshurst Place has gone to spe¬ 
cial efforts to ensure its puzzle will 
keep people guessing. 

The historic grounds near Ton- 
bridge lie within the estate of the 
ancestral home of the Sidney fam¬ 
ily and the birthplace of the great 
Elizabethan poet, courtier and sol¬ 
dier, Sir Philip Sidney. The original 
medieval house is one of the most 
complete surviving examples of 
14th-century domestic architec¬ 
ture in England. 

Cut into a field of maize, it prom¬ 
ises “winding walkways and se¬ 


cret shortcuts”. 

This time back with a brand new 
design to challenge visitors, the 
maize maze has been cut in the 
shape of the ancient Sidney Oak 
tree, which has been proudly 
standing on the estate for around 
1,000 years and has self-seeded a 
new sapling to take over its watch 
of the house. 

The tree - known to regulars as 
The Bear Oak - had survived cen¬ 


turies before dying last year. Leg¬ 
end has it that the Sidney Oak was 
planted on November 30, 1554, to 
celebrate the birth of the soldier 
and poet Sir Philip Sidney, who 
served Oueen Elizabeth I. 

However, the girth of the oak ac¬ 
tually suggested an age nearer 
1,000 years, which predates the 
Sidneys’ arrival. 

The maze, which pays tribute to 
it, has two routes for visitors to try 


and unravel - one for younger visi¬ 
tors which takes around 10 min¬ 
utes to conquer - and the other a 
larger more challenging option. 

All those taking part will be 
handed a special flag to wave in 
case they need rescuing. 

Entrance to the maze is included 
within the standard admission 
price for the grounds - which is £9 
for adults and £6 for children, with 
family tickets also available.

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asterChef star: We're doina breakfast all wronci 


John Torode discusses his new series exploring the cuisines of South Korea and how its changed him 


M ASTERCHEF star John 
Torode has been cook¬ 
ing for a long time and 
he thinks we might be 
doing breakfast all 

wrong. 

The TV star has just got back from 
filming in Asia and his travels have 
prompted him to question why we eat 
what we do for each meal of the day. 

His ideal way to kick off the morn¬ 
ing is with the food he ate while he 
was filming his new series in South 
Korea - meat, rice soup and kimchi. 

Now sitting back on a sofa in a Lon¬ 
don office, the Australian-born chef, 
51, says: “In this country, I still be¬ 
lieve, the relationship with food is 
quite tenuous. 

“I think there are still a lot of people 


who consider it to be fuel and I know 
quite a few people who just need to 
eat, it’s not ceremonial. 

“If you go to Thailand, everybody is 
concerned about what they are going 
to have for lunch, in China everybody 
knows what they are going to have 
and what things mean and the stories 
behind them, we aren’t like that. 

“The thing about Western food 
that is interesting is the definition of 
what you are allowed to have for 
breakfast, what you are allowed to 
have for lunch and what you are al¬ 
lowed to have for dinner. 

“Because I have this thing where I 
love Asia, for me breakfast is brilliant, 
I can have rice soup, I can have some 
kimchi, whatever I like.” 

But this idea is horrifying to his

partner, EastEnders’ star Lisa Faulkn¬ 
er. “Lisa says to me, ‘that’s not break¬ 
fast food!’ Breakfast food is a piece of 
toast and a fried egg. 

“What is for lunch? A sandwich. 
But I don’t like bread very much so 
what do I have? 

“But in Asia I can have whatever I 
want and at dinner time I can have 
the same thing I had for breakfast if I 
want to and it’s not considered to be 
weird.” 

The breakfast was not the only 
thing Torode fell in love with on his 
eight-week trip round Korea - he also 
took a liking to Spam. 

“Spam is massive there,” he says. 
“At Thanksgiving you give gift boxes 
of Spam. Now I’m a Spam lover.” 

His new passion even extends to an 


enthusiasm for a bizarre dish dubbed 
army stew - “a pack of instant noo¬ 
dles, kimchi, stock, Spam, baloney, 
frankfurters, tomato ketchup, boiled 
together with sliced cheese across the 
top. It’s delicious, it’s bloody fantastic. 
It’s hot dog and noodles, it’s brilliant.” 

He loves it so much he is planning 
to make it for his four children, say¬ 
ing: “The first thing I thought was 
‘I’m going to have to make this for 
somebody because it’s just so wrong 
it’s absolutely right, cheesy hot dogs 
and noodles. 

“I haven’t made it at home yet, I 
don’t think Lisa will appreciate it but 
I think my kids will like it.”

CROWDS are set to flock to Whitstable 
next weekend as the seaside town’s an¬ 
nual festival returns offering a feast of 
fun, food and processions.

residents and became so hugely popu¬ 
lar and successful, thousands descend¬ 
ed from across Kent and further afield, 
to soak up the atmosphere and enjoy 
themselves. 

The town’s generous helping of pubs 
and restaurants helped fuel the de¬ 
mand and last year alone it is estimat¬ 
ed some 60,000 people headed into the 
town over the course of the 10 days it 
was running. 

While the festival events themselves 
all ran peacefully and successfully, 
there were concerns there were simply 
too many people pouring into the 
small town and putting an almighty 
strain on its roads. 

The result is an event which will fo¬ 
cus just over the three days. The live 
music will be much more limited and 
be concluded by 8pm. The spectacular 
firework display to round the event off 
is also gone, as is the outdoor cinema. 

What you have is a festival which 
aims to be much of a community cele¬ 
bration. 

There’s a quiz night on the Friday 
evening, local arts and crafts, and 
plenty to keep the children enter¬ 
tained. 

Tankerton Slopes - long home to the 
town’s popular regatta - is well suited 
to hosting such an event too. Over¬ 
looking the sea and lined with pictur¬ 
esque beach huts, it offers space and 
the opportunity for plenty of enter¬ 
tainment - plus each access to the 
shingle bay below. 

And while the centre of activity has 
shifted away from the town centre, 
there are fewer prettier places than 


Whitstable’s High Street and Harbour 
Street, with little paths linking the key 
streets and all just moments away 
from a coastline where there’s even a 
pub on the beach itself. 

The working harbour, ringed with 
seafood stores selling freshly caught 
cockles, whelks and, of course, oysters, 


is always worth a visit too. 

It may not be on such a grand scale 
as before - but the Whitstable Oyster 
Festival remains one of the stand-out 
events and one which will continue to 
pull in the crowds.

Got Georgia 
on your mind? 

Not that Georgia. But here’s why you should go to 
this one, says Mike Pickup 


it 


I ’m off to Georgia” I told 
the neighbours, the 
country that is, not the 
American state of the 
same name. 

I travelled via Astana, 
capital of Kazakhstan. I was there 
last year so was delighted to re-visit 
the world’s weirdest, and newest, 
capital city with its straight 
grid-like roads. In contrast Tbilisi, 
Georgia’s capital, is so very 
different - old buildings and roads 
with bends in them. 

Although tired from travelling I 
was taken to dinner at Tsiskvili. 
This is not just a restaurant but an 
entire Georgian experience - a feast 
with great entertainment. Guests 
sat down at a table laden with food, 
not sure how we were going to cope, 
but this was just starters! Musicians 
and dancers entertained us while 
we ate in a lovely riverside setting. 

Next morning I set off for the cave 
town of Uflistsikhe, one of the 


earliest settlements in Georgia. At 
its peak it was home to an estimated 
20,000 people. 

Then it was on to Gori, the 
birthplace of Joseph Stalin, leader 
of the Soviet Union from 1941 to 
1953.1 saw the small wooden house 
in which Stalin was born in 1878 and 
his personal armour plated Pullman 
railway carriage. 

Later I visited Mtskheta for a 
lunchtime feast. Dating back to the 
fifth century BC, it was the capital 
of Georgia for eight hundred years. 
The small bustling town is popular 
with visitors and dominated by the 


fortified Svetitskoveli cathedral. 
Legend has it that Jesus’s robe is 
buried here. 

So, back to explore Tbilisi. It sits 
astride the Mtkvari River and is 
almost completely surrounded by 
mountains. Perhaps the most 
spectacular of the river crossings is 
the Peace Bridge covered in a 
bow-shaped steel and glass structure. 
Another river crossing worth seeing 
is the Baratashvili Bridge which 
contains a number of bronze statues 
of people looking along the river, 
sitting on the edge of the bridge 
and more.

Overlooking the river is a rocky 
outcrop, one of the earliest inhabited 
areas of the city. King Vakhtang 
Gorgasali erected a palace and 
church here in the fifth century and 
there is a statue of him mounted on 
a horse next to the Metekhi Church. 

Tbilisi has a famous funicular 
railway which took me to 
Mtatsminda, 700 meters above sea 
level. That evening I had another 
feast on a terrace overlooking the 
city. 

It was time to go home; I was 
beginning to wonder if my clothes 
would ever fit me again.

Lorry park would be a 
waste of public cash 


I AM writing with regard the 
situation of the proposed lorry park 
in Stanford. 

I feel this is a huge waste of public 
funds given that we have not had an 
Operation Stack situation since July 
2015. 

The proposed lorry park is also far 
too large and much too close to the 
Port of Dover and the Eurotunnel 
terminal. 

Building on a floodplan area is 
also a major issue. It has since been 
proposed that 12,000 new houses 
are to be built in the surrounding 
areas of Sellindge and Lympne, at 
the old Folkestone Racecourse site, 
which are in the same vicinity as 
the proposed lorry park. 

A new junction on the M20 - 10a 
- has also been confirmed which is 
down to house an enormous 
industrial area with buildings to the 
equivalent of up to 30 football 
pitches, not only this, but there is 
current work in Ashford building 
5,700 new homes with a figure of 
30,000-plus planned for the town. 


Mr Granger though does have a 
point in that it has been the right 
wing versions of the Tories and 
Labour which have brought us to 
our current parlous state for the 
many but I wonder what if Mr Brown 
hadn’t bailed out the banks with 
Tories backing? 

None of this though was Mr

The IAAF event, held in Stratford 
from August 4-13, will see the 
world’s finest athletes descend on the 
capital, five years after it hosted the 
Olympic Games. 

Dartford sprinter Gemili was a 
doubt for the championships earlier 
this month and misses out in the 
200m, but has been selected for the 
4x100m relay, while Maidstone’s 
Green will compete in the 4x400m 
and 400m hurdles. 

Orpington-born Asher-Smith, who 
won Olympic bronze in the 4x100m 



relay in 2016 and finished 5th in the 
2015 200m world championships 
final, returned to action earlier this 


month after suffering fractured a 
bone in her right foot in February. 

She’ll represent Great Britain in 
both disciplines, while Sevenoaks 
race walker Tom Bosworth will also 
be out to impress, after clinching an 
incredible world record last weekend. 

Performance director for British 
Athletics, Neil Black said: “This feels 
bigger for us than Rio.
